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Simple Hamshack Tools

Most of us have limited budgets and survive with a minimal set of ham shack tools. Most have a multi-meter and 
some have an external power and SWR meter. However, most of us do have a HF transceiver, which is capable of 
sensing and measuring very weak RF signals. Armed with this knowledge, we can expand what we can do with our 
own transceiver. Two simple and inexpensive tools which can be made are a RF probe which can be used to detect 
sources of EMI within the shack and a RF current sensor which can measure RF current in a wire. Here I will de- 
scribe how to construct these two tools for a total cost of under $15 for the pair. Each will have a SO 239 (or PL 
259) connector to connect to your rig and a short coax cable to the measuring device. These two probes were instru- 
mental in achieving the noise profile at my station shown in the graph in the March issue of the LARC. 

The RF probe I constructed consists of a small 4-5 inch loop of #10 insulated wire connected within a PVC han- 
dle with twisted pair wire (see Figure 1). I included a short length of RG58 coax within the handle with some fer- 
rites to choke off some of the common mode RF and to isolate the person’s hand. This is rigid enough to probe 
around components and cables without damaging the loop. 

The RF current probe is similar (see Figure 2) but needs no handle since it will be looped around a wire or cable 
shield to measure currents. The probe consists of about 8 turns of small gauge wire around one half of a split ferrite 
large enough to fit around the largest cable you want to monitor.

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How can these be used productively? 

By connecting the RF probe directly to your transceiver you have a weak antenna which can be detected by your 
radio. Since it is very small, is will not pick up any but very strong radio signals. You can put the loop near a sus- 
pected source of EMI like power supplies, wall wart power sources or other electronic equipment, including your 
transceiver. If you have a waterfall display on your setup, you should be able to detect noise traces on various 
bands. 

By putting the RF current probe on the coax leading to your antenna, you can see if your antenna has significant 
common mode (CM) signals coming in to your operating position, which can produce “RF in the shack” and can 
also pick up noise sources from power lines and your neighbors. You can also monitor your own transmit signal if 
you have a second receiver connected to the probe. 

The combination of these two measurements can then be used to reduce noise during operation from the many 
sources in your own home and shack. We do have an extensive presentation of using this technique which can be 
had at any of our ham meetings.

Ingredients: 


1 pound ground beef 1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 egg 1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

1/4 cup bread crumbs 1 cup thinly sliced onion 

1/8 teaspoon ground black pepper 2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1/2 teaspoon seasoned salt 1 cup beef broth 

1/2 teaspoon onion powder 1 tablespoon cooking sherry 

1/2 teaspoon garlic powder 1/2 teaspoon seasoned salt 


Directions: 

1. Ina large bowl, mix together the ground beef, egg, 
bread crumbs, pepper, salt, onion powder, garlic 
powder, and Worcestershire sauce. Form into 8 
balls, and flatten into patties. 

2. Heat the oil in a large skillet over medium heat. 
Fry the patties and onion in the oil until patties are 
nicely browned, about 4 minutes per side. Remove ff 
the beef patties to a plate, and keep warm. 

3. Sprinkle flour over the onions and drippings in the 
skillet. Stir in flour with a fork, scraping bits of 
beef off of the bottom as you stir. Gradually mix in 
the beef broth and sherry. Season with seasoned 
salt. Simmer and stir over medium-low heat for 
about 5 minutes, until the gravy thickens. Turn heat 
to low, return patties to the gravy, cover, and sim- 
mer for another 15 minutes.
